Rural  District  Council. 


Gentlemen, 

In  submitting  to  you  this  my  36th  Annual  Report  relating  to 
the  year  1909,  it  is  eminently  satisfactory  to  me  to  be  able  to  show 
that  the  health  of  the  district,  judged  by  its  mortality  statistics, 
has  been  highly  satisfactory,  for  the  death  rate  from  all  causes — 
10-5  per  1000  of  the  estimated  population — shows  a decline  of  *2 
below  that  of  the  previous  year,  and  2-2  per  1000  below  the 
average  of  the  last  10  years,  1899 — 1908.  It  is  noteworthy  in  this 
respect,  that  of  the  243  deaths  recorded,  no  less  than  121,  or 
nearly  50  per  cent,  were  of  persons  who  had  attained  their  6oth 
year,  2 being  upwards  of  90. 

The  zymotic  rate  last  year — *8  per  1000  — was  2 below  that  of 
the  preceding  year,  and  -3  below  the  average  of  the  last  10  years. 

In  the  table  below  is  shown  the  number  of  fatal,  and  non- 
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fatal  cases  of  diptheria,  croup,  scarlet  fever,  and  enteric  fever 
notified  in  each  year  since  the  “ Notification  Act  ” was  adopted 
in  i8g2  : —

Area  and  Population. — With  an  area  of  41,005  acres,  the 
parishes,  or  parts  of  parishes  which  constitute  the  Sanitary 
district,  have  a population — estimated  to  the  middle  of  the  year — 
of  23,047  persons,  upon  which  number  the  birth  and  death  rates  in 
this  report  have  been  calculated. 

Births. — During  the  year  the  registered  number  of  children 
born  alive  within  the  district  was  517 — 254  being  of  males,  and 
263  of  females.  This  number  shows  an  increase  of  8 above  the 
births  of  the  preceding  year,  and  is  equal  to  a rate  of  22  5 per 
1000,  against  22-3,  and  22-6  in  the  2 preceding  years.  Ihe 
recorded  birth  rate  in  the  Eton  Urban  District  was  8-8.  The 
general  birth  rate  last  year  in  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales 
was  25*6,  and  in  the  outer  ring  of  suburban  districts  around 
London  25  6. 

Deaths. — From  all  causes  243  deaths  were  registered  during 
the  year,  133  being  of  males  and  iio  of  females,  representing  a 
a rate  of  10-5  per  1000,  against  10*7  and  10  6 in  the  two  preceding 
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years.  The  death  rate  last  year  in  the  Eton  Urban  District  was 
4*8,  in  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  14*5,  and  in  the  outer 
ring  of  suburban  districts  around  London  ii'g. 

The  following  table  shows  the  birth  and  death  rates  in  the 
constituent  parishes  in  the  district.  The  wide  variations  in  the 
rates  should,  however,  be  referred  rather  to  the  inevitable 
accidental  variations  of  small  numbers  than  to  differences  in  the 
health  condition  of  the  several  parishes.  Death  rates  in  such 
small  areas  as  parishes  only  become  useful  when  calculated  for  a 
series  of  years,  by  which  means  the  accidental  variations  in  single 
years  correct  themselves.  I have,  therefore,  stated  in  the  table 
below  the  rate  per  1000  for  the  20  preceding  years.

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Mortality  at  Different  Ages. — The  243  registered  deaths  in- 
clude 48,  or  19*8  per  cent.,  of  children  under  5 years  ot  age, 
against  65,  or  277  per  cent.,  in  the  previous  year,  26  of  children 
and  adults  between  5 and  25,  27  of  persons  between  25  and  50,  21 
between  50  and  60,  47  between  60  and  70,  47  between  70  and  80, 
26  between  80  and  90,  and  2 upwards  of  90. 


Of  the  48  deaths  under  5 years  of  age,  27  were  of  infants 
under  i year,  equal  to  a rate  of  5 2 per  cent,  of  the  registered 
births,  against  9*5  and  8.2  per  cent,  in  the  2 preceding  years. 
For  purposes  of  comparison  it  may  be  stated  that  the  rate  of 
infant  mortality  measured  in  this  manner  fast  year  in  the  Eton 
Urban  District  was  3*4,  and  in  the  outer  ring  of  suburban  districts 
around  London  9*3

Influenza. — Of  the  8 deaths  from  this  disease,  2 occurred  at 
Burnham,  2 at  Farnham,  and  i each  at  Hitcham,  Taplow,  Datchet, 
and  Iver. 

Cancer. — Of  the  12  deaths  from  this  disease,  2 each  occurred 
at  Gerrard’s  Cross,  Horton,  and  Langley,  and  i each  at  Stoke, 
Boveney,  Hedgerley,  Datchet,  Eton  Wick,  and  Iver. 

Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. — Of  the  10  deaths  from  this  disease, 
2 each  occurred  at  Wraysbury  and  Burnham,  and  i each  at 
Dorney,  I'aplow,  Gerrard’s  Cross,  Horton,  Denham,  and  Langley. 
Eight  non-fatal  cases  were  notified. 

Inquest  Cases. — Of  the  22  inquest  cases,  8 deaths  were  returned 
from  natural  causes,  | from  drowning,  4 suicides,  2 from  accidents, 
and  I each  from  scalds,  strangulation,  mis-adventure,  and  over- 
laying. Two  of  the  4 deaths  returned  from  drowning  were  of 
persons  unknown  in  the  district. 
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Zymotic  Diseases. — The  19  deaths  from  the  principal  of  the'^e 
diseases  include  7 from  whooping-cough,  4 from  infantile  diarrhoea, 
3 from  diphtheria,  2 each  from  scarlet-fever  and  membranous 
croup,  and  i from  measles.

Puerpefal  Fever. — In  addition  to  the  i tatal  case  from  this 
disease,  2 non-fatal  ca^^es  were  notified,  i in  February,  the  other 
in  October.  Both  cas(is  were  at  Langley. 

Erysipelas. — Nine  non-fatal  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified 
— against  the  same  number  in  the  preceding  year — viz.,  4 from 
Burnham,  2 from  Iver,  and  i each  from  Datchet,  Langley,  and 
Taplow. 

Enteric  Fever, — Not  a single  case  of  this  disease  was  notified. 

Isolation  Hospital — Vsed  for  Scarlet  Fever  onty. 

The  H ospital  was  erected  by  your  Authority  at  Cippenham 
on  an  isolated  spot  of  about  2 acres,  in  the  parish  of  Burnham  in 
1902.  It  is  one  of  Humphrey’s  buildings  having  2 wards,  one  for 
female  the  other  for  ma^e  patients,  each  provided  with  8 beds.  It 
has  answered  the  purpose  of  treating  this  disease  satisfactorily, 
although  an  additional  building  for  isolating  other  diseases  super- 
vening on  Scarlet  Fever  would,  as  I have  reported  on  two  or  three 
occasions,  been  most  servicable.  Of  the  73  cases  notified,  67 
were  admitted ; the  remaining  6 being  treated  at  home.  Of 
those  admitted  6 were  from  Iver,  40  from  Burnham,  7 from 
Taplow,  I from  Datchet,  3 from  Eton  Wick,  3 from  Horton,  i 
from  Wexham,  5 from  Langley,  and  2 from  Gerrard’s  Cross. 
Of  these  2 ended  fatally.

Of  these  26  were  good,  and  to  the  houses  from  which  the 
remaining  9 samples  were  taken,  pure  water  was  supplied — in  8 
instances  from  the  mains,  and  in  i by  cleansing  the  well. 

/z>er, — Of  the  10  samples  from  here  6 were  good,  2 bad,  and  2 
doubtful.  During  the  year  water  has  been  laid  on  to  7 houses 
from  the  mains  of  the  Rickmansworth  Water  Company,  so  that 
at  the  end  of  the  year  350  were  drawing  their  supply  from  this 
source. 

Langley. — Of  the  8 from  here  7 were  good,  and  i doubtful. 
During  the  year  to  21  houses  in  the  vicinity  of  the  mains  of  the 
Slough  Water  Company — including  that  part  of  Colnbrook  in  this 
parish — connections  were  made,  so  that  at  the  end  of  the  year  399 
were  drawing  their  supply  from  this  >ource. 

Denham. — The  4 from  here  were  good.  During  the  year  5 
new  connections  with  the  Rickmansworth  Water  Company  were 
made,  so  that  at  the  end  of  the  year  26  houses  were  drawing  their 
supply  from  this  source. 
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Datchet. — -Of  the  4 from  here>  3 were  good,  the  other  bad- 
During  the  year  water  has  been  laid  on  from  mains  of  the  Slough 
Water  Company  to  5 houses  in  the  Village,  so  that  at  the  end  of 
the  year  321  were  drawing  their  supply  in  this  manner. 

Stoke. — Of  the  3 from  here  i was  good,  i bad,  and  the  other 
doubtful.  During  the  year  v/ater  has  been  laid  on  to  2 houses  in 
the  vicinity  of  the  mains  of  the  Slough  Water  Company,  so  that 
at  the  end  of  the  year  69  were  drawing  their  supply  from  this 
source. 

Hedgerley. — The  one  from  here  was  good.  No  mains  here  at 
present. 

Tdorton. — Of  the  2 from  here,  i was  good,  the  other  bad.  At 
the  end  of  the  year  141  houses  in  the  Village — including  that  part 
of  Colnbrook  in  this  parish — were  drawing  their  supply  from  the 
mains  of  the  Slough  and  Rickmansworth  Water  Companies. 

Burnham. — The  2 from  here  were  good.  At  the  end  of  the 
year  565  houses  in  the  town  were  drawing  their  supply  from  the 
mains  of  the  Burnham  Water  Company,  16  connections  having 
been  made  during  the  year. 

Taplow. — The  i from  here  was  good.  At  the  end  of  the  year 
96  houses  in  the  Village  were  drawing  their  supply  from  the 
mains  of  the  Burnham  Water  Company,  6 connections  having 
been  made  during  the  year. 

Eton  Wick. — At  the  end  of  the  year  93  houses  in  the  Village 
were  drawing  their  supply  from  the  mains  of  the  Windsor  Water 
Compiny.  No  fresh  connection  having  been  made  since  1904, 

Futmer. — At  the  end  of  the  year  9 houses  in  the  Village  were 
drawing  their  supply  from  the  mains  of  the  Rickmansworth  Water 
Company,  i connection  having  been  made  during  the  year.

Wrayshury. — During  the  year  water  has  been  laid  on  to  i 
house  in  the  Village  from  the  mains  of  the  Rickmansworth  Water 
Company,  so  that  at  the  end  of  the  year  45  were  drawing  their 
supply  from  them. 

Wexhain. — At  the  end  of  the  year  7 houses  in  the  Village 
were  drawing  their  supply  from  the  mains  of  the  Slough  Water 
Company.  No  connection  made  during  the  year. 


Farnham. — During  the  year  water  has  been  laid  on  to  8 
houses  from  the  mains  of  the  Burnham  Water  Company,  so  that 
at  the  end  of  the  year  231  houses  in  that  part  of  the  village  were 
drawing  their  supply  from  them.

Hitcham — At  the  end  of  the  year  52  houses  in  the  Village 
were  drawing  their  supply  from  the  mains  of  the  Burnham  Water 
Company,  4 having  been  connected  during  the  year. 


Gerrard' s Cross.  — Many  new  houses  have  been  erected  here 
in  course  of  the  last  2 years,  and  consequently  the  mains  of  the 
Chesham  Water  Company  have  been  extended.  During  the  year 
45  houses  in  the  Village —old  and  new — have  been  connected  with 
the  Company’s  mains,  so  that  at  the  end  of  the  year  206  houses 
were  drawing  their  supply  from  this  source.

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Main  Drainage. 

Burnham. — The  main  drainage  here  was  completed  in  July, 
and  works  very  satisfactorily,  and  many  of  the  houses  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  sewers  have  been  connected. 

Iver. — A Scheme  of  Sewerage  and  Sewage  disposal  for  this 
village  is  well  advanced,  and  I hear  will  be  ready  for  the  reception 
and  treatment  of  Sewage  about  May  next. 

Gerrards  Cross, — A Scheme  which  I strongly  urged  as 
necessary  for  Sewage  disposal  for  this  parish  is  now  being 
prepared  by  your  Engineer. 

Sezvage  disposal— Bs  I have  before  stated.  Cesspools  are  in 
general  use  throughout  the  district.  In  six  of  the  parishes, 
including  the  outlying  parts  of  Burnham  ; the  various  processes 
in  connection  with  emptying  them  continue  to  be  contracted  for, 
and  are  done  under  the  supervision  of  your  Inspectors.  In  the 
other  twelve  parishes  the  work  is  carried  out  by  the  responsible 
persons  when  they  think  necessary. 

Scavenging  by  contractors  is  carried  on  in  the  parishes  of 
Burnham,  Iver,  Datcher,  Langley,  Horton,  and  Fulmer. 

Cow-sheds,  Dairies,  and  Milkshops  Order,  1885. — I am 
informed  by  your  Inspectors  that  at  the  present  time  there  are  83 
Cow-sheds,  60  Dairies,  and  9 Milk-shops  on  the  register,  and  that 
they  inspected  each  of  them  at  least  4 times  during  the  year,  and 
in  most  instances  found  in  a fairly  satisfactory  condition.  They 
have  furnished  me  with  full  details  concerning  the  dates  of  their 
last  inspections  in  tabulated  from  which  are  appended. 

Factories  and  Workshops  Act. — In  the  district  there  are  10 1 
premises  coming  within  the  meaning  of  this  heading.  Details 
concerning  them  are  fully  shown  on  the  official  printed  form 
supplied  from  the  “ Home  Office 
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Sanitary  Work. — The  Inspectors  have  furnished  me  with  the
